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Continuation of 13. Other: Does not overcome the rejections of the office action mail date 08/20/2008. The proviso to overcome 
McGuinness is acknowledged, but support for the proviso has not been given. A majority of the working examples in the specification are 
directed to where R3 and R4 are imidazole. The specification provides processes, wherein Group 10 metals are used to make the 
imidazolium compounds (for example, see specification starting page 9, approx. line 23). The specification does not provide a process of 
making the imidazolium compounds without using a Group 1 0 metal. If this is in error, please point out where support is found for the 
proviso, i.e. wherein an imidazolium compound is made using a non-Group 10 metal. Otherwise, the proviso is new matter and cannot be 
used to overcome the prior art of McGuinness. 
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
